It needed not the presence of rags and the attenuated 
form of starved human beings to attest the existence of intense 
misery; the absence of the smiling peasantry and the cheerful 
cot, of the well cultivated patch and the richly stored barn, suffi- 
ciently denoted the poverty of the land, and the abject condition 
of its inhabitants. And the fact being thus rendered glaringly 
obvious, her Majesty will not suffer the earliest occasion to pass 
without consulting her Ministers upon the best means of bettering 
the position of her Highland subjects. 

The noisy and importunate beggar, who thrusts his wretched- 
ness immediately beneath the eyes of those to whom he appeals 
for eleemosynary succour, is often repulsed for his intrusiveness, 
but more frequently relieved as a deserving object of compassion. 
His squalid misery cries out in the streets, and few men disregard 
ite The modest mendicant, on the other hand, who appeals to the 
benevolent through the silent agency of his wan cheeks and faded 
attire, is passed by with comparative indifference. Charity is 
scarcely made aware of his necessities, and selfishness has no 
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pressing motive for getting rid of him. In this fact, we have an 
illustration of the relative results of Irish and Scotch appeals to 
England.

Yet, if the relative conditions of the 
poor of the two nations were fairly examined, it would be found 
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that chill penury has not exercised its freezing influence less ex- 
tensively in the barren hills of Scotland, than on the rich, but 
neglected, soil of the Emerald Isle. The noble efforts of the 
patient mountaineers, seconding the active sympathies of the 
lairds and gentry, have been lamentably insufficient to repair the 
scarcity of Nature’s supplies, and the paucity of remunerative 
labour. Gaunt Famine has stalked through the Highlands, and 
clutched his multitudinous victims in the face of humane and 
philanthropic opposition to his ravages ; and now the chill autumn 
blasts give token of the advent of another harsh winter, and the 
struggle with the bitter domestic foe will have to be renewed. 
These are things to ponder on betimes, and we dare to hope that 
the First Lady in the Realm will vindicate the compassionate in- 
clinings of her sex by commending them to ministerial care, 

To resume the contrast between the Scotch and Irish, it is 
worth observing that in times of comparative abundance the lives 
of the latter are marked by an indolence which even the lazzaroni 
of Naples cannot approach; whereas the former pursue an unde- 
viating course of industry, seizing upon every conceivable means 
of rendering the spontaneous gifts of Nature applicable to pur- 
poses of livelihood. The engraving which, with Mr. Acker- 
man’s kind permission, we are enabled to offer this week, remark- 
ably illustrates the fact. It represents Highland peasants carry- 
ing home peat fuel for winter consumption, demonstrating at once 
the excessive poverty of the people, and their singularly provi- 
dent habits. 


In the north and west parts of Scotland (says the letter-press to 
Mr, Ackerman’s plates), the only material in general use for the 
domestic hearth is turf or peat, called in the Highlands foid and 
moin. It is unnecessary to describe so well-known a natural feature 
as a moss or bog, and the manner of its formation from the marshy 
deposit of vegetable substances, accumulating for ages. Such a tract 
is sometimes of wide extent, and although in many cases shallow, in 
others the depth is found astonishingly great. One at the foot of the 
Grampian mountains, in Aberdeenshire, was sounded by an auger of 
forty feet without meeting other soil ! 

Mosses are often an unsightly blemish on the fair fields of a pro- 
prietor, and are frequently brought under tillage, and rendered ex- 
cellent soil by agricultural skill. ‘This is accomplished sometimes by 
cutting up the surface, which is burned, and the ashes scattered 
around; at other times, judicious irrigation speedily transforms the 
dusky heath into a verdant field; and in the case of the great Blair 
Drummond Moss, in Perthshire, the turf being cut deeply out, it 
was, by an ingenious contrivance, carried away by water, and floated 
into the river Forth, When the fuel is plentiful, a moss may be 
brought into cultivation without hardship to the people, and should it 
be wanted in future, the peat will be again found under the surface 
soil, The destruction of the Caledonian forest, which covered the 
Highlands, and the progress of improvement, has denuded the coun- 
try of its ancient wood; and where coal is wanting, mosses afford a 
supply, as if by the order of Providence, of an article of the first 
necessity, for which no substitute is to be found. 

In some parts, where peat is valuable, the several farms have cer- 
tain allotments, or “ peat banks,” specified in the tack or lease; but 
great liberality is generally shown in this matter, the poorer tenantry 
being by most landowners allowed to supply themselves with as much 
as they require during the year. Some proprietors have, indeed, re- 
stricted this practice, of immemorial observance; at which the peo- 
pomy reasonably grumble, as an interference with their ancient 
rights. 

The peat harvest, to assume an expression, takes place in the 
months of summer, and the cutting or “casting” begins in May, the 
operation being performed with an implement called torrisgian, by 
which the turf is cut into pieces of the form of a brick, but thinner, 
and some inches longer. The surface being taken off, the torrisgian 
is applied, and the spade part being furnished witha sharp projection, 
at right angles, cuts the moin into the shape described. This is done 
within a certain breadth, the workmen passing alternately from side 
to side, and the operation is continued to a suitable depth, the pieces 
being detached with rapidity and thrown to the bank, where a person 
dexterously catches them; and when there are no wheelbarrows, and 
plenty of hands, the peats are passed from one to another, spread out 
to harden, and then set on end by threes and fours to dry. If the 
weather is propitious, and the people diligent, they are then removed 
home, and ‘stacked ” or built up in an oblong form beside the house, 
like a small hut, and protected from wet by a covering of the upper 
part of the moss. They are often, however, left in this state on the 
muir, and portions carried home when required for use. The pri- 
mitive stack was conical, and hence called “cruach whoine,” as de- 
scriptive of its form. 

The poorer people have their “firing” cut and taken home for 
them by their friendly neighbours, and there is often seen a spirit of 
cheerful co-operation such as a Socialist might envy. A certain 
farmer wishes to have the whole quantity of fuel which he requires 
cut up at once, he therefore intimates his desire, when all the ad- 
jacent tenants turn out, both men and women, and the work is 
speedily accomplished, generally in one day. This aftords a scene 
of great animation, for casks of whiskey and ale, bread, cheese, fish, 
and fmutton are provided in cheering abundance ; and now-a-days 
the portion of the labourers are provided with their valued beverage, 
the heart-healing tea. ‘This is a mutual service rendered to each 
other with great delight, and is particularly remarkable in the county 
of Sutherland, i ; A 

Peat fuel is burned on the hearth, and considerable skill is said to 
be necessary in its right management, It makes a cheerful fire, 
throwing out great heat, with a smell which pervades the whole 
house, but is not disagreeable, and its effects are said to be less in- 
jurious than those of coal. The ashes are carefully preserved and 
are a useful manure, especially when mixed with sea-weed or other 
substances, 


Many other and similar proofs of the bounty of Nature in 
supplying the wants of man in the bleak, ragged, and unfruitful 
Highland regions are presented in the interesting work from 
which the foregoing extract is made; but we must reserve them 
for the several opportunities we fear it will be our duty to take, 
from time to time, of pressing the condition of the Highlands 
upon public attention. 
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Removar or Convicrs,—QOn Saturday last the first batch of con- 
victs, who are to leave their country on the free ticket system for 
Australia, were removed from the Millbank Prison. They num- 
bered between 70 and 80, and appeared in the best health and spirits, 
On sailing, the vessel will call at Cork for another lot, and then pro- 

‘ceed direct to Australasia. On arriving at their destination they will 
be treated as freemen, and everything will be done, by order of her 
Majesty’s government, to make them forget the degraded state which 
they had formerly been in. 

Postrace Sramrs. — The arrangements for enabling the public to 
prepay the postage on foreign letters by means of stamps, are nearly 
completed. One shilling stamps will only be issued for the present, 
and the post offices entitled to sell them will be only those in some 
of the principal towns in the kingdom, until further arrangements 
are made, ‘Lhe foreign stamps will be about the size of the penny 
postage stamps; they will be of an octagonal shape, and the colour 
of them will be green. 

Ba She Masonic INSTITUTION. — On Monday evening the usual 
cling was held at the institution in Bloomsbury Place, Blooms- 
bury Square, for the transaction of general business.

The proprietors 
rendered every facility, and had the boiler taken on shore for their 
inspection, They subsequently went on board the other boats on 
their arrival at the pier, and carefully examined the engines and 
boilers, with which they appeared to be perfectly satisfied.

Fenchurch Street, and Mr. Henry Whitburn, 
The letter of W. S, Milner, ensign in the 


Kinlochbeg, gives the following account. of the deplorable event: — 
“ About eight o'clock this morning (2d September), one of the ser- 
vants told me that a drover had seen a dead man by the road side 
I went to the spot and found 
two men lying close to one another, about three yards from the road 


on the Jow side, quite dead. ‘There was not the slightest sign of 
struggling or of violence, and their appearance gave me the im- 


pression that, having sat down to rest, they became benumbed with 
the cold and expired. Both were dressed as travellers, each with a 
small knapsack on his back, ‘There was a small whiskey pocket 
flask lying near them empty. Last night was very stormy, wind and 
rain jn great abundance, probably the most stormy night we have had 
this year.” The statement then gives a particular account of the 
property found upon the two deceased persons. ‘he medical cer- 
tificate expressed the opinion that death was caused by exhaustion 
and cold from the deceased having fallen asleep on the mountain on 
that boisterous night. It appears that the two gentlemen were 
strangers to each other, and had journeyed together accidentally. 
Each had left on an excursion through Scotland, and they had been 
seen on the preceding night at no eae distance from the spot on 
which their corpses were found. Mr. Stericker had written home on 
the 31st August. 

Air.—On Friday se’nnight, a large party assembled at Burns's 
Cottage, Alloway, for the purpose of opening the elegant hall lately 
erected at the rear of the cottage. ‘This addition has been rendered 
necessary in consequence of the great number of visitors who now, 
since railways have given facilities for travelling, annually visit the 
“banks and braes o’ Eonar Doon.”

Tretanp Sixty Years aco, — lt was no unusual thing for two 
opposite counsel to fall out in court in discussing a legal point, retire 
to a neighbouring field to settle it with pistols, and then return to 
court to resume their business in a more peaceable manner. Such 
an instance occurred at the assizes of Waterford. Keller and Egan 
fell out on a point of law, and both retired from court. They crossed 
the river Suir in a ferry-boat, to gain the county of Kilkenny. Harry 
Hayden, a large man, and a justice of peace for the county, when he 
heard of it, hastened to the spot, and got in between them just as they 
were preparing to fire. ‘They told him to get out of the way or they 
would’ shoot him, and then break every bone in his body. He de- 
clared his authority as a justice of the peace, — They told him if he 
was St. Peter from heaven they would not mind him. They ex- 
changed shots without effect, and then returned tocourt. The cause 
of their absence was generally understood, and they found the bench, 
jury, and spectators, quietly expecting to hear which of them was 

illed. Fitzgibbon, the Attorney-General, who was afterwards Lord 
Chancellor tind Earl of Clare, fought with Curran, afterwards Mar- 
ter of the Rolls, with enormous pistols, 12 inches long. Scott, after- 
wards Lord Chief Justice of the King’s Bench and Earl of Clonmell,

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pleased with the novelty of the visit. ‘The deer stalking excursion of 
Saturday was not made until after ‘lunch, and the royal party pre- 
viously amused themselves by firing at a target, or, in plainer words, 
4 mimic stag composed of metal. 

‘Her Majesty and Lady Jocelyn having mounted their Highland 
ponies, proceeded to meet Prince Albert. The time occupied on 
the ground scarcely exceeded an hour and a half, so, as may be well 
inferred, the sport was of a mediocre character. No roés, or indeed 
any of the horned species, made their appearance; the grouse were 
rather scarce ; and the best sport was evidently had with the black 
game. The party shot in all seven and a half brace of black game, 
four and a half of grouse, and one hare. ‘To the lot of the victors 
also fell two of those sleep-a-day species, owls; but these, of course, 
we cannot class under the head of game. The shooting having ter- 
minated, her Majesty and Lady Jocelyn returned to Ardverykie, fol- 
lowed by the Prince Consort and party. The royal party subse- 
quently walked and drove about the grounds. At five o’clock they 
were somewhat startled by the appearance of snow on the Corrander 
and other hills in view from the lodge. ‘The next morning the ele- 
ment appeared in still greater force, and gave the scene a most 
wintry ke appearance, as well as indicated the near approach of 
severe weather. 

To all for whom traditionary story has any charm, and who love to 
trace amidst the calm of modern civilisation the evidences of a 
stormy and violent past, the country around Loch Laggan possesses 
great interest. At the head of the loch still stand the ruins of one 
of, the seven churches erected by Allan na Creagh, the Lochiel of a 
remote age, as a penance imposed on him for so many forays led by 
him during his turbulent career, It was this chief who justified one 
of his fiercest marauding expeditions by saying that “ all men were 
entitled to lift their prey from Morayshire,” and whose life and mane 
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ners combined with those of his descendants to give the moon the 
significant name of “ Lochiel’s lantern.” The great clans, however, 
whose struggles lay on the banks of Loch Laggan, were the 
M‘Intoshes and the M‘Donalds of Lochaber. Between them was 
fought the battle of Moul Roy, a fierce and bloody struggle, the 
exploits and rencontres of which are distinctly preserved in the tra- 
ditions of the country, and are very curious. There the bow and 
arrow were last used as a weapon of war in this country, and the

battle is still further remarkable as the last feud contest. At Inver. 
lair, within a short distance of Loch Laggan, lived in ancient days 
the Dougald M‘Donalds, who murdered young Keppoch and his 
brother, They had been educated in Holland, and having made 
themselves as unpopular by attempting to introduce among their 
clan some modern innovations, their stern old uncle stood by and 
saw them cruelly “done to death” by Inverlair and his six ‘sons. 
But these were the days when men took their revenge on Lord 
Bacon’s definition as a “ kind of wild justice.” The 
bard of the murdered Syd RFF sought refuge and 
assistance from the Lord of the Isles, whose passions 
as a kinsman he so roused by his songs, that a party 
of M‘Donalds were sent all the way from Skye to 
inflict summary punishment on the assassins. It 
was also across the hills which bound the northern 
and eastern shore of Loch Laggan that “ Charlie 
and his men” marched to meet the army of King 
Pere when the chivalry of the Highland clans 
first drew them into the romantic and generous 
struggle of “ the 45.” lt was among the corries of 
Ben Aulder to the south that “ the Prince,” as heis 
called par ercellence among the people, took refuge 
towards the close of his wanderings. Within a few 
miles of the Lodge where her Majesty now sojourns, 
the solitude and danger were shared by the ancestor 
of the present Cluny, with the late male descend- 
ant of the Stuart dynasty in the direct line. With 
a price of 30,0002. upon his head, surrounded by 
enemies who hunted him like a wild beast, without 
followers, and in poverty, Charles relied upon the 
devotion which had sacrificed everything for his 
cause, and remained in safety during the last days 
of his stay in the hing aca Ji i 

It is said that her Majesty is most anxious to pre- 
serve the traditional spirit of the Scotch pedple, and 
her repeated visits to the Highlands, and. the eyi- 
dent pleasure which these visits afford her, seem to 
justify the rumour. There can be no doubt that 
the rapid increase of deer forests, and the great ens 
couragement given to the wild sports of the country 
all tend to thatend.

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Care or Goon Horx.—Papers have been received to the date of 
June 27. Intelligence from Caffreland to June 17. announced that, 
on the morning of the 15th, a detachment of British Ba in all

Burn’s Hill, which they reached while it was yet dark. They rushed 
upon the place, and seized about 100 head of cattle in the chief's own 
kraal, and that of another chief. An affair now followed calculated 
to give increased confidence to the already sufficiently troublesome 
barbarians, Observing at this time some Caffres in a ravine at some 
distance, an attack was made upon them by a party of the British, 
which was unfortunately repulsed, and the whole body, with the 
cattle in possession, commenced a retreat upon Fort Hare. The 
Caffres, in turn, became the assailants, speedily retook most of the 
cattle, and pursued the detachment some twelve or fifteen miles, and 
to within sight of Fort Hare. f 

West Inpies,—Barnapors.—The Mouse of Assembly met on 
the 27th of July; Mr. John Thomas, the junior member for St, 
George’s, was unanimously elected speaker, and the election approved 
by the governor. The late speaker has been appointed to a seat at 
the board of council.

PRUSSIA. — According to report, the King of Prussia was to arrive 
on Aug. 25. at Ischl, where he intends to remain until September 3d, 
when he is to depart for Trieste and Venice. He means to return 
by way of Padua, Vicenza, through Tyrol (where he intends paying 
a visit to Prince Charles, at Moran), Munich, and arrive by the 
Rhine on the 20th of September at Coblentz, and return to Sans 
Souci, over Hanover, at the latter end of September, The Queen, 
in the meantime, is to visit several of the smaller courts of Germany. 

Ausrria.—In consequence of the energetic remonstrances of 
England, Austria is inclined to Rouse in her crusade against liberal 
principles in Italy. Prince Metternich, alarmed at the attitude 
which Italy has assumed, endeavours to throw the whole responsi- 
bility of the occupation of Ferrara upon General Radetski, the go- 
vernor of the fortress, ;

The 
authorities employed ruffians armed with clubs to attack not only the 
people assembled in the street, but those standing quietly at the 
doors, many of whom were knocked down and taken to the Concier- 
gerie, without hats, and with only slippers on their feet, 

At Toussin, a draper of Newbourg, in Normandy, a few days back, 
on returning home from shooting, went into the kitchen to clean his 
gun, before sitting down to dinner. Immediately afterwards a deto- 
uation was heard, and his wife, on hurrying to the kitchen, found her 
husband lying on the ground bathed ‘in his blood, By an act of 
imprudence, only too frequent amongst persons handling firearms, 
he had omitted to uncock the gun, and in moving about his arm by 
some chance touched the cock and the piece went off. ‘The charge 
struck him in the side of the face and eye. Although the wound is 
frightful, the medical men are of opinion that it will not produce 
death, ‘The sight of one eye is irretrievably gone. 

Suictne,—An inhabitant of St. Maur, a few days back, when walk- 
ing in the garden of the house where he lived, perceived near the well 
a basket and a woman's cap. Suspecting that all was not right, he 
gave the alarm, and the well having been examined was found to 
contain the body of the wife of a workman residing in the house, 
‘They had, it appears, contrived to scrape together the sum of 3000f,, 
which they laid out in railway shares, ‘That species of property 
having become exceedingly depreciated, the woman could not support 
the idea of the loss, and put an end to her existence by throwing 
herself into the well, 

Seain —The Madrid papers are taken up with the failure of Nar- 
vaez to form a Ministry, It was reported that he had been ordered 
to leave the capital on account of his insolence to the Queen. Jt 
appears (that, before? the’ formality of resignation, M. Pacheco had, 
by order of the Queen, directed General Narvaez to return 
to Paris to resume his functions as ambassador. The general 
replied that it was his intention to resign that oflice, and would do so 
as soon as a minister of foreign affairs should be named. The cabinet 
of M., Salamanca is completed, with the exception of the ministry of 
foreign affairs and that of justice and public worship. The Duke of 
Frias was expected in Madrid on the Sth; until his arrival the cabinet 
would not be completed. General Manuel de la Concha was named 
captain-general of Catalonia, 

Grumany,—The feeling in favour of a more consolidated, and in 
many other respects improved, postal system pervades nat only the 
German public, but the German governments. The main object is 
to introduce a more centralised post administration for Germany ; to 
introduce equal rates of postage in all the states of the confederation ; 
and to reduce the rates, The Turn and Taxis general post adminis- 
tration (a hereditary postmaster. generalship bequeathed by the em- 
pire to the coe? is understood to ve negotiating for a direct 
postal intercourse with North America from Bremen, The German 
newspapers are delicately hinting that among other reforms a ver 
desirable one would be more moderate charges for the transmission 
of newspapers, and still more an equality of charge for all news- 
Papers, instead of the suspicious favouritism displayed by the post- 
office towards some non-liberal journals,

especially, with unwholesome vapours, ‘The half of the sick, —viz, 
1,500, are labourers in the fortifications ; and the criminal court of 
our town has become quite a military station. 

SWITZERLAND. — The Diet, on the 2d init., entered upon the dis- 
cussion of one of those vital questions on which the peace of Swit- 
zerland depends, viz, the expulsion of the Jesuits. It was reported 
that the commander-in-chief of the troops of the League, the ex- 
federal Colonel Ulrich de Satis Soglio, had been arrested in the 
canton of ‘Tessino, on the territory of which ne had ventured to make 
a reconnoissance of the ground, with a view to the construction of 
works on the frontier. The decision of the Diet to dismiss from the 
federal service all the officers who took service with the League, was 
carried into complete execution. ‘The Bernese government had sent 
a staff’ officer to Lucerne, to order M. Zund, federal commissary-in- 
chief (who had been dismissed in consequence of accepting service 
with the League), to send back to Berne the chest which had been 
confided to him, and which contained about a million of francs. It 
was thought that the government of Lucerne would seize these 
funds, and appropriate them to the use of the League. s 

Intelligence from Berne, of the 3d inst, states that the Swiss 
Diet has come to'a definitive resolution for the expulsion of the 

esuits from the territory of the confederacy. This is the last of the

THE CURR NCY. 

NEVER was a nation so stultified as is this great nation by her 
so called political economists, her statesmen, her parliament, and 
the public organs favoured by the government. With abundance 
of wealth around us seeking only a transfer into industrial hands 
we are universally suffering from an attempt to limit our produc- 
tive power by the quantity of gold that can be weekly an- 
nounced as present in the cellars of Threadneedle Street. 
Monstrous trifling this, which will in fature ages form the subject 
of derision at the boasted wisdom of the nineteenth century. We 
had heard some time ago from our contemporary the “ Times,” 
that the question was now come to issue, whether railways on the 
one hand, or our manufacturers on the other, should be stopped. 
Under the teaching of this organ, it seems, and its provincial 
fellow-worker, the “ Manchester Guardian,” the delegates of the 
distressed operatives, at a special meeting held at Manchester on 
the 29th of last month, came to the following among other 
resolutions : —

That this meeting deeply regrets the continuance of the depression 
which has now existed for twelve months in the cotton trade of this 
district, arising, as this meeting believes, from the high price of the 
raw material, and the dearness of the necessaries of life, and aggra- 
vated by an unprecedented demand for money in consequence of 
railway extensions, and a consequent crippling of commercial credit. 

That, under these circumstances, and considering the diminishing 
of the capital of their employers as prospectively calculated to be in- 
jurious to the operative classes, this meeting has been led to consider 
whether any steps could be safely and practically taken to lessen the 
evils by which we are yet threatened; and, viewing with much un- 
easiness the risk of a. continued, and even increased depression, dur- 
ing the inclemency of winter, this meeting desires to express a 
confident opinion that it would be highly desirable to diminish the 
probability of such an aggravation of the calamity, by entirely sus- 
pending operations in cotton mills for a few weeks during the present 
mild and genial season, when, in consequence of the abundance of 
vegetable food, and the warmth of the weather, and the possibility, 


in many instances, of finding out-door employment, the privations 
to which the operatives would be exposed would not be so severe. 

It is impossible to resist admiration at the temperance and for- 
bearance manifested by the suffering operatives who passed these 
resolutions, especially when we consider the reduced scale of work 
on which some hundred thousand of that class had been so long 
subsisting. We perceive that the resolutions formed the subject 
of a long and commendatory leading article in the “ Times” of 
yesterday se’nnight; and the editor of the “ Manchester Guardian,” 
who seems to think that the diminution of production is the most 
obvious mode of relieving want, thus expresses himself on the 
subject : — 

It will be seen on reference to these resolutions, that, taking into 
account the great disproportion which continues to exist between the 
prices of raw cotton and of the fabrics manufactured from ity the 
meeting recommended a general suspension of work. 

Believing, as we do, that neither the present state of the markets for 
cotton goods and yarn, nor the present or probable future supply of 
cotton, will justify a return to full employment in the factories for 
some time to come, we think that nothing can be better calculated to 
answer the purposes, both of employers and workpeople, than the 
entire suspension of labour which is here recommended, Few of 
our readers will have forgotten the beneficial effect produced upon 
the trade by the general turn-out in August, 1842; and although, 
with the present stocks of cotton in the world, we can scarcely hope 
for consequences equally beneficial from a general stoppage at the 
present time, we are satisfied that it would be preferable to any other 
mode of diminishing production, 

’ Was there ever more arrant trifling on a vital question than on 
this, in which the happiness of our fellow subjects is so deeply 
involved? While we admire the conduct of the confiding work- 
people, we cannot but see that the leaders have been most mis- 
chievously indoctrinated with reference to railways and the cur- 
rency ; that the finger of the “ Times” has been here, and has 
pointed them to an entirely wrong scent. In truth, we are dis- 
posed to believe that these honest men have been studiously de- 
luded into bullionist conclusions at the expense of the families 
they represent and would so fondly cherish; that it is nothing 
more nor less than a bullionist movement, commenced in the ma- 
nufacturing districts. The patient operatives deserve to be 
brought to the real truth of the question, and we shall endeavour 
to afford them this advantage, 

The present short supply of cotton in our market arises mainly 
from the fact, that, for many years past, in common with other 
imported articles which have to be combined with British labour, 
the prices of the fabrics have been so forced down in the market 
by the gold-convertible nature of our circulating medium, that the 
growers of the United States have found out other and better 
European markets for their cotton—have determined themselves 
to manufacture articles of cotton more extensively—and in many 
instances have diminished their productions, and substituted more 
| profitable crops. This, of course, has had the effect, as on the 

principle of supply and demand it must have, of advancing the 
| price; and either this manufacturing nation must calculate to 
abandon the production of such fabrics, or must adopt a system of 
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ELECTION MOVEMENTS. 


A greater amount of change in the personnel of parliament has been 
effected by the late general election than by any that has taken place 
since the first parliament under the Reform Act.

East Inpian Ratnway.—Mr. Macdonald Stephenson leaves 
England for India on Saturday next. Mr. Brees and Mr. Adams 
accompany him to act as a commission in the management of the 
line. Immediately on the arrival of Mr. Stephenson and his assist- 
ants in India, they will be put in possession of the necessary land, 
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HISTORIC REGISTER. 


France. — Minina Sratistics.— The administration of public 
works has just published a return of the labours of the engineers of 
mines for 1845. This publication, which dates from 1834, each year 
gives an account of the situation of the three principal agents of pro- 
duction—coal, iron, and steam-engines. ‘The consumption of coal 
amounted in 1845 to 6,343,000 tons, or six times what it was in 1835, 
Out of this quantity the home production leaves 4,202,000 tons, and 
imports 2,141,000 tons. Each year shows an enormous increase in 
the consumption, but at no period has it been so marked as within the 
last two years, From 1844 to 1845 the number of coal-pits has in- 
creased from 425 to 449, that of the steam-engines employed in 
extraction from 301 to 391; and the production from 3,782,000 tons 
to 4,202,000 tons, of which one million was furnished by the basin of 
the Loire; 946,000 by that of Valenciennes, 300,000 by the Creuzot 
and Blanzy, 65,000 by Aubin, 106,000;by Commentry, &e. In fine, 
the mineral consumption has increased from five and a half millions 
of tons to six one-third millions. 

Lunatic Asytums (Ingvann).—It appears from a return, show- 
ing the number and names of the district lunatic asylums in Ireland, 
that there are in that country 314 governors of such asylums, and 
that the number of meetings they had held in the five years ended 
31st December, 1846, was 706. The total number of officers was 
65, and their total annual pay 4986/.; and of inferior officers and 
servants, 311, with a total annual pay of 2616}. ‘The total number of 
urgent cases admitted in three years ended 31st December, 1846, was 
363, and the total number of curable cases during the same period, 
1667. Of incurable cases there were 3065—making a total of 4732 
patients (in the ten asylums), ; 

PoruLATION or Prussta.—According to the last official census of 
Prussia, it had an entire population of 15,800,000 souls, of whom 
9,250,000 were Protestants, 5,800,000 were Catholics, 196,000 Jews, 
14,500 Mennonites, and 1300 Greeks. ‘The Prussian army numbers

WILKIE’S SKETCHES. 


BENVENUTO CELLINI. 


The recent re-publication, by Mr. Bohn, of the “ Memoirs of 
Benvenuto Cellini,” one of the most entertaining works extant, if 
not one of the most veracious, affords us a pretext for reproducing 
Wilkie’s unfinished sketch of the great Florentine artist presenting 
one of his pieces of wérk to a Pope of Rome. These sketches have 
been before the public (thanks to Messrs. H. Graves and Co.) for a 
considerable time; and although an attempt.has been. made to com- 
plets or fill up some of them, we are strongly of opinion that it would 

ave been better for Wilkie’s reputation to have lèft the works un- 

touched. Who can say what subtle strokes thë charming author of 
the “ Penny Wedding” contemplated to render the fruits of his tra- 
vels on the peninsula and continent of Europe and in the Eastern 
world as honourable to his genius as the exquisite domestic scenes on 
which his fame must for ever rest? Contemplating the mere out- 
line and. its rough shadowings, the imagination of the spectator 
familiar with Wilkie’s works could almost anticipate how he would 
have worked up and enriched the original idea; but no scope is left to 
the fancy when some rude and inartistic hand has supplied details, 
and sent forth the sketch, finished and done for. The picture of 
Benvenuto Cellini, which we offer to-day, has been left by Wilkie in 
a much more complete state than any of the rest in the collection, 
Our artist has scarcely added a line to the original draft. If it were

Junexs’ Cuamuers, — Erizareru Goupy v. T, S. Duncomnr, 
M. P,—This was a summons taken out on behalf of the defendant, 
calling upon the plaintiff to show cause why he should not be dis- 
charged out of the custody of the sheriff of Yorkshire, on the ground 
that he is privileged from arrest, having been returned M.P. for 
Finsbury. He is at present on a visit to Copgrove, in the West 
Riding of Yorkshire, the residence of his father; and whilst on such 
a visit he was arrested and taken on execution by George Acton, one 
of the officers of the sheriff of Yorkshire, at the suit of the plaintiff, 
and was still in custody of said sheriff.. The sum for which the de- 
fendant was arrested amounted to 3400}. Mr. Carlon, for the de- 
fendant, stated that the defendant was elected M. P., for Finsbury on 
the 28th of July last, and that his arrest tock place on the 2d of 
September, Parliament being summoned to meet on the 21st inst. 
The latest case on the books relating to this subject was that ‘of 
Philip v. Wellesley, which was decided in favour of the defendant by 
Mr. Baron Parke, with the full consent of the whole court, who 
ordered his discharge, on the ground of his being a member of Par- 
liament at the time of arrest, ‘This was a case in point, and on the 
same ground he asked for the discharge of the defendant. Mr. 

ills, as counsel for the plaintiff, said that a member of the louse 
of Commons had no privilege from arrest, except for a reasonable 
time to allow him to come to Parliament. The question in this case 
then was, what time a member should be allowed before Parliament 
met to enable him to come to London. There was a notion abroad 
that a member of Parliament was entitled to freedom from arrest for 
forty days after every prorogation, and forty days before the next 
appointed meeting of Parliament, which notion had been traced to 
an act of the Irish Parliament passed in the reign of Edward IV, 
(the 3d of Edw. IV. ¢.1.), which defined the privilege, and limited 

t aş above stated, The only case, however, in which this question 
jad heen pronounced on by the House of Commons was the case of 

artin jn 1586. Mr. Martin, it appeared, was arrested twenty days 
parore the meeting of Parliament, and the question was put to the 

ouse whether they would fix a limited time certain within which a 
member was to be free from arrest, or merely a convenient time, and 
the house answered “a reasonable time.” The house having held 
that twenty days was within a convenient time, Mr, Martin was dis- 
charged, The inference from this was that a period beyond twenty 
days was a convenient time, Mr. Justice Williams said it appeared 
to him that Parliament always took care to Prorogue to a day which 
should operate as a protection to its members. e had always un- 
derstood that the privilege lasted for forty days before and after the 
meeting of Parliament. Lt was distinctly stated to be so by Black- 
stone, and such was the universal opinion, Mr. Wills, referring to 
the Order in Council in a recent “ Gazette,” proroguing Parliament 
from the 21st of September till the 12th of October next, contended 
that this was nearly forty days from the time of the defendant's 
arrest, and that therefore even if the popular notion of forty days was 
correct, the defendant was not entitled to his discharge. Mr. Carlon 
maintained that the defendant's privilege must be counted from the 
day of his arrest to the 21st of September, and again from the 21st of 
September to the 12th of October, as he was entitled to forty days 
after every prorogation. Mr. Justice Williams remarked that the 
defendant was entitled to take a forty days’ journey to come to Par- 
liament, Now, supposing he set out on the 2d of September (the 
day of his arrest), and arrived the night before the meeting of Par- 
liament, on the 12th of October, that would be exactly forty days. 
He held, however, that practically it would be within twenty days, 
for Parliament would meet on the 21st, though it was only for the 
purpose of being prorogued still farther, and therefore the 12th of 
October must be held a second prorogation, and not as a continuation 
of the first. But even if the plaintiff could have shown that it was 
beyond twenty days, he (Mr, Justice Williams) would have been 
reluctant to disturb the dictum of so great an authority as Judge 
Blackstone, who stated forty days as the period, and therefore he 
must order the defendant to be discharged,

we would have the “ingenuous youth of both 
sexes ” go the entire, only let that “ entire,” like 
the dark compound of certain breweries, be duly 
adulterated with pleasant molasses, just to make 
it go down. These are our historical principles, 
and with the original Mrs. Gamp, “ we find 
them answer.” 

The reader will have anticipated from this 
exordium the judgment we shall venture to 
pronounce upon the labours of Mr, Gilbert 
A. A’Beckett. We think the accomplished hu- 
mourist has rendered an essential service to the 
rising generation; we are sure he has provided 
a fund of entertainment for the “ children of a 
larger growth.” ‘There is purpose in his fun. 
No greater liberties are taken with the esta- 
blished facts handed down to us by the chroni- 
clers than may serve to place them in a more 
striking light, and impress them more forcibly 
upon the recollection.

Every one who continued, either by design or 
accident, to call her queen, was thrown into prison ; and 
even a slip of the tongue, occasioned by absence of 
mind, was followed by absence of body, for the luck- 
less offender was dragged off to gaol from the bosom of 
his family. 

Henry having lopped off Catherine as a branch of the 
royal tree, and grafted Anne Boleyn on the trunk, began 
to think about the successional crops, in the treatment 
of which he was assisted by a servile parliament. Little 
Mary, the daughter of Catherine, was rooted out like a 
worthless marigold, and Klizabeth was declared to be 
the rising flower of the royal family. Among the atro- 
cities committed by parliament, on account of its miser- 
able subserviency to the will of the king, was the bill of 
attainder of high treason, passed against a female fana- 
tic, called the Maid of Kent, and some of her accom- 
plices. This person, whose name was Elizabeth Barton, 
and who resided at Aldington, in Kent, was subject to 
hysterical fits, as well as to talking like a fool, which in 
those days, as in these, was often mistaken for a symp- 
tom of superior sagacity, Extremes are said to meet, 
and the mental imbecility of Miss E, Barton was thought 
by many to border on an amount of wisdom, which only 
inspiration could impart, and the semi-natural got credit 
for the possession of supernatural attributes, Some of 
her idiotic and incoherent talk paung been heard by 
her ignorant companions, was declar by them to be 
inspired, because it was something they did not under- 
stand; and as knavery is always ready to turn to profit 
the idea that folly sets on foot, persons were soon found 
willing to take the Maid of Kent under their patronage 
for political purposes. 

With the exception of the buraing of monasteries and 
the murder of his wives, there was little to render the 
reign of Henry remarkable, beyond, perhaps, the inven- 
tion of beef-eaters. The word beef-eater is known to be 
a corruption of byfètier, and indeed there was, cor. 
ruption, to a certain extent, in everything connected 
with this detestable tyrant. It is said they were called 
bufétiers from attending at the buffettis, or sideboard of 
plates but it is far more likely that they got the name 
rom the buffetting to which every servant of the royal 
ruffian must have been occasionally liable, The neck 
was 60 often in danger, that any menial of the malignant 
monarch might be expected to ruff it in the best way he 
could, and hence the enormous ruffs, which are con- 
Fe to this day round the chins of the beef-eaters.

At a moment when loyalty directs its eyes to the Highlands of 
Scotland, as the temporary abode of the first lady in the land, the 
appearance of such a work as Mr. Hall's is singularly opportune. 
Much as we may have previously learned in the course of consider- 
able desultory reading, we naturally desire some precise information 
of a locality rendered interesting by a royal visit. It is a national 
want, as well as a rational one. Moreover, we seek for some addi- 
tion to our stock of knowledge, tonenneg, the sports peculiar to the 
country and the season, for it is discreditable to be ignorant and to 
appear ignorant of topics which just now occupy the foremost place 
in every man’s conversation. And in all respects these volumes 
supply our necessities. If we mistake not, portions of Mr. Hall's 
work have already appeared in the pages of the “ Sporting Maga- 
zine” — the popular repertory of strange tales of adventure by flood 
and field. Be this as it may, the book is replete with very fresh and 
lively sketches of life in the Highlands during the sporting season, 
which may be perused with profit and pleasure. We follow him, in 
imagination, over moor and mountain, across the loch and down by 
the 1iver, now banging away right and left at grouse and blackcock, 
now following the roe, and anon landing magnificent salmon trout as 
the finale of a fine day's sport.
